In Pool 


Little Constana Melior, a West 
Andover tot not yet two, was saved 
from death by drowning last Satur- 
day morming through the prompt 
and effective action of Mrs. Will- 
iam J. Lane,a Lowell street neigh- 
bor, who pulled her from a pool 
where she was found lying uncon- 
scious with only her knees show- 
ing above the water. 

The near tragedy occured about 
10:55 asm. when the child was 
playing with other children in the 
rear of a barn of the Clover Leaf 
farm on Lowell street. In the vic- 
inity is a cement pool for ducks 
and geese in which there was 
about 2% feet of water. 

From what police could learn, 
Constana, daughter of Dr. and Mrs. 
Armin A. Melior of Lowell st., fell 
into the pool while the children 
were at play, but they apparently 
did not notice her for several min- 
utes. 

Finally Louisa Dodkin, 6, one of 
her playmates, noticed the stilled 
form of the little tot lying on her 
back in the pool with only her 
knees above the water.

Report Unrest Spreading 
In Many Satellite Countries 


Reports of a flare-up in Albania 
—with its tinder-box possibilities— 
spotlights but one of several little 
publicized tension points that 
prompted General Marshall to paint 
the world situation as more serious 
than ever before. 

More explosions are likely. Na- 
tionalist fanatics are fomenting 
turmoil from Persia to Morocco, 
Purges and crack-downs are 
sweeping the Balkans. High puppet 
officials are being arrested as 
traitors, fleeing from their home- 
lands or disappearing into omin- 
ous silence. 

With army maneuvering weather 
at hand, a skirmish touching off a 
revolt, a sudden thrust by Soviet 
troops in support of a satellite 
regime, a border incident—sucking 
mobilized antagonists into the 
vortex—could burst into a Euro- 
pean Korea or the dreaded World 
War III. 

Self interest and cold logic by 
the great powers may stem a 
stampede to a global Waterloo. 
Perhaps the fact of widening in- 
ternal rifts in stooge states—hence 
a weakness in military alliances— 
is the greatest deterrent to Mos- 
cow dreams of conquest.

ate President Gottwald, 

Madame Svermova, widow of the 
nationally acclaimed comnunist 
resistance hero and former deputy 
secretary of the Communist Party, 
is charged with covering up Sling’s 
‘*treachery.’’ She is officially de- 
scribed as an ‘‘opportunist un- 
bolshevik weakling who enjoyed 
criticizing Russia.’’ An _ ironic 
sidelight is that the government is 
calling in a postagestamp because 
it commemorates her. 


Gottwald has his own peculiar 
explanation of the three ‘‘plotters,”’ 
In an alibi document he writes, 
‘During the occupation, the 
Gestapo recruited its Czech agents 
from concentration camps and 
torture cells. When Hitler was 
vanquished, the Gestapo sold its 
index cards to Americans. Now 
Americans aim a pistol at these 
ex-agents’ heads and compel them 
to work for Americans,’’ 


He goes on to say that the pre- 
sent deviationists are either former 
Gestapo agents or were influenced 
by them to turn traitor. 

Current puppet troubles may 
spark dangerous civil wars. Or 
they may restrain Moscow ambi- 
tions. None knows the full answer— 
yet.
